year ago While playing in the woods 


near the Blankenship home. 

Freddie is known to be the youngest 
white person ever to have been indicted 
for anything approaching as serious u 


crime as murder in the State of Missis- | 


sippi, and is believed to be the young- 
ist defendant in a murder trial in the 
imstory of the whole country. He as- 


:erts his innocence and says he is 


anxious to have a jury pass upon his 
cause, 

The circumstances of the killing of 
George Jenkins were mysterious, and it 
is generally believed that whatever evi- 
dence the District Attorney will be able 
to introduce will be merely circumstan- 
tial. The two children, then each & 
years old, were playing near the Blank- 
enship home near town. It is asserved 
by-Some persons that Freddie had with 
him a small bore rific, but by others 
it is declared that the boy was unarmed 
when last seen. After entering the 
woods, George was never again seen 
alive. 

The news of his playmate’s death was 
carried by Freddie himself. lie told 
his purents and led them, together with 
neighbors, to the scene. George was 
found dead with a bullet hole through 
his heart. 


Freddie Gave No Information. 


No information regarding the shooting

death. Sometime afterwards, suspicion 
fell upon Freddie, and he was arrested, 
he grand jury held a long inquiry into 
the case, examining numerous wit- 
he&scs, but it was the opinion ol every- 
one who watched the case that no in- 
dictment would be returned, or that if 
oae was returned it would be against 
someosic whom the public did not sus- 
pect. of the ‘crime, it being generally 
believed that the statements regarding 
kKpeddie’s guilt were used in order to 
perstude the real murderer to enter- 
tuil) ai sense of false security. 

Whew the grand jury did return an 
Indictment ugainst Freddie, Hatties-

with the family and it was believed by 
them. in common with all who knew 
anvihing about the case, that nothing 
further would be heard of it, or if 
anything was done it would not be 
unything more serious than the tak- 
ing of steps by the District Attorney 
to quash the indictment. Consequent- 
iy the charges were forgotten’ by 
everyone except the one who, it would 
seem, Wvutld’ be most anxious to for- 
pret—-the youthful accused. 

With a determination and _ intelli- 
gence which was new to his parents, 
reddie gave them to understand that 
he did not want to go through life 
with a charge of murder hanging over 
iis head: that he desired to return to 
Ifarrison County and stand trial, be- 
lieving that he would be acquitted of 
a charge whith he declared. should 
never have been made against him. To 
his declarations and entreaties his 
parents turned a deaf ear or dismissed 
his pleadings as the “foolishness” of 
‘hildhood. 


Accused Boy Demands Trial.

The Missouri House and Senate have 
passed two separate bills, with prac- 
tically the same provisions and both are 
conference.

Nebraska has just enacted legislation 
of a similarly sweeping character, while 
Mississippi Railroad Commission 
has taken a long step in that direction 
by ordering the railroads to sell inter- 
changeable mileage books on a two-cent 
basis. 

Wisconsin “Splits the Difference.” 

The Wisconsin Railroad ‘ommission 
has ordered the three largest lines tra- 
versing the’ State to reduce their charge 
for carrying passengers to cents a 
mile.

property, as the measures to which 
specific sttention shall be given by the 
administration. 

It is ceriain that no iio r within the 


control of the administration will be left 
unused in tie effort to get these vills 
through. Although the administration 
has received some hard knocks from the 


Legislature, it is not to be imagined 
that it has not a considerable power 
left. The Governor cannot direct the 


House to do a particular thing with any 
assurance tnat it will be done. but h 
can intimate what he wants done and 
members from both the Democratic and 
Republican tides of the House will rally 
10 his support. Unless the measures he 
is advocating is especially objectionable, 
it stands a fairly good chance of pass- 
ap.

Declares in Fifty Years Women 
Can Make an Ideal 
Government, 


Women of St. Louis have citizenship 
duties which they must perform’ or 
count themselves lacking In civic pride. 
These duties have been defined by Pro- 
fessor Charles Zubelin of Chicage Uni- 
versity. 

Prof. Zubelin has made a special study 
of cities and for that purpose has vis- 
lied many of the cities of the United 
States. Consequently he can diagnose 
the cases of the cities that have munici- 
pal illness with great accuracy. 

He attributes many of the troubles of 
the cities to the fact that the American 


Constitution was written without regard 
to large cities and to the further tact 
that Americans think the only thing 
citizens have to do is to prepare a char- 
ter and then press tlhe button on elec- 
tion day. 

Women in St. Louis don't even do the 
pressing part. They must, however, il 
they wouid fulfill their entire duty ac- 
cording to Prof: Zubelin’s views. ‘The 


women of St. Louis must plan St. Louis | 
as they want‘it to be and then see that | 


it becomes that way. They must vote 
even if they don’t like to do so. Pend- 
ing the time when the ballot becomes 
theirs they must act just as if it were. 
They must not hesitate to use their 
telephones in keeping in touch with the 
men who mak: laws.

Necessarily this easy defeat of Felix 
will. damage Squires’ stock as well on 
this side of the ocean.

Johnson loses a nice bit of money by 
Squires’ departure for the United States. 
Were the champion still in Australia it 
would be impossible for him to evade 
a meeting with the American boxer. 

From London- comes a story that 
Battling Nelson may be put on for a 
bout in England before starting for this 
side of the water. R. E. Mathieson, the 
well-known English fistic writer, in his 


paper, copies of which have just 
reached this country, says: 
‘The advent of Nelson has been the 


means of causing quite a turmoil in 
English. pugilism. At the headquarters 
of English boxing—the National Sport- 
ing Club, London—Mr. Bettinson, the 
manager, had an interview with one of 
the peers of the realm who does not 
wish his name dis@losed, and this gentle- 
man has agreed to back Johnny Sum- 
mers of Canningtown, London, the rec- 
ognized featherweight champion, to the 
extent of $5000. This is only a side stake, 
and with a purse of another $5000, given 
by the National Sporting Club and Nel- 
son’s stake of a similar amount, a fight 
could be arranged for an aggregate sum 
Of $15,000. 


Nelson Says 130 Pounds. 


‘Nelson says he will fight at 130 
pounds and Summers can do this weight 
comfortably. In fact, the Londoner 
finds it a struggle to box at a lighter 
poundage. Summers, as already indi- 
cated, has very good backing, and al- 
though he lost on a foul to Spike Robson 
a few weeks ago, ts a much superior 
fighter to the South Shields boxer. If 
there is one man in England whose 
chance could be fancied above the rest 
it is Summers. There is no record, say 
his friends, of him ever having been 
knocked down, and if he could but con- 
trol his temper the best of fighters could 
not master him. Summers is England's 
featherweight champion, a title he has 
successfully defended (except on the oc- 
casion he fought Robson) against all 
comers. He is classed a better man 
than Ben Jordan—the first man to beat 
George Dixon—and the conqueror of 
Tom Hogan, “Kid"’ McFadden and Ped- 
lar Palmer.

Is it to give the players a pleasure 
jaunt in a semi-tropical climate, to fur- 
nish a prelude of enjoyment to a season 
of strenuous battle, to allow the play- 
ers to ‘“‘stuff’’ and fatten like rainy-day 
toads for one brief month, and then to 
bring them back to the northern circuit 
and ‘‘whip’’ them into condition during 


the first weeks of the actual playing 
season? 
No. Decidedly it is not. 


With the owner and investor, baseball 
is a business. With the player, pbase- 
ball is a profession. 

Baseball is a business and in this, the 
year of 197, and in previous years re- 
cently, the game hag been elevated un- 
til it is a proposition to be faced with 
tact and a keen consideration of every 
small cog that goes to make up a part 
of the great baseball machine that ex- 
cites and holds the admiration of the 
most progressive country in the world 
today. 

The baseball of today is not the baSe- 
ball of 15 or 20 years ago. 

Rowdyism and dissipation 
no part in the great scheme 
ing a winning ball team in a league 
where individual playing must be so 
faultless that errors are events to be 
commented upon and questioned about. 

The baseball player is taken soufh to 
train for a season of arduous endeavor. 
A season that brings the greatest pos- 
Sible strain upon mind and muscle.

The baseball player in the major 
League today is a gentleman in. every 
part. Otherwise, he will not last in fast 
company, for that is one of the ear- 
marks of the leader of professional base- 
ball. He retires tn the evening almoat 
always before midnight, and while good, 
clean enjoyment of every sort 18 open 
to him, he must and does keep himself 
free from degrading amusements. The 
history of baseball players during the 
past few years bears out this statement. 
There are a few exceptions and their 
careers on the diamond were short.

OST notable of all the peo- 
ple who have made their 
home at St. Louis and in 

its vicinity was Gen. U. 8. Grant. 
And still there is a dearth of in- 
formation about his life and 

-  gharacteristics as portrayed by 
that most delightful of autobio- 
graphers, the personal friend. 
This is due primarily to the per- 
sonality of Grant—his silence, 
his lack of effusion, his habits 
almost of solitude—and to the 
qbscurity into which he was 
plunged previous to the Civil 
Wer. 

Lincoln’s  before-the-war 
haunts afford a mine for the 
chronicler that is never worked 
out. In fact, the longer it is 
worked the richer it seems to be. 
This is more or less true of the 
early home neighborhoods ot 
many great men. Grant stands 
alone in this contrast, as he did 
in s0 many other ways. 

Soon, now, all those who knew 
the great soldier before he be- 
came great will have passed on to 
the grave and that which lies 
beyond. Then the only remi- 
niscences that will be obtainable 
wil] be those dealing with him

HE most striking, the most romantic, the most inspiring figure in the“history of St. 
Louis is that of Grant—a failure in life and almost homeless—walking the streets of 
the city in search of employment, bankrupt and in debt and his wife and children de. 

pendent upon their relatives for food. This was one year before he became a national charac- 
ter and three years before be took his place in history with Napoleon and Alexander the 


Napoleon, ‘‘broke,’’ friendless, hungry, walking the streets of Paris with leaking boots 
and attempting suicide when he failed to procure the means of subsistence, was no more pa- 
thetic. The Silent Man of Appomattox underwent his greatest humiliations in St. Louis, yet 
not one word of complaint escaped him. His dark and lonely figure was frequently seen in 
Clive street, and people saw him standing thoughtfully near the Courthouse square at night, 
poor and almost friendless, but apparently still confident and hopeful. 

Did he at such times see into the future and behold himself leading triumphant legions 
at Shiloh, Vicksburg and The Wilderness? Probably not. When Napoleon attempted suicide 
(as he testified at St. Helena), the most he had hoped for himself was to earn @ living rent- 
ing houses. His Star of Déstiny did not appear to him until the night of the affair of the 
bridge at Lodi, when he first believed that he was to play a large part. Grant failed in St. 
Louis, even in renting houses, and he has testified that it was not until after Shiloh that he 
became firmly convinced of his own great genius. 

Mrs. Grant said that the happiest days of her life were spent in this city, after her mar-

“In 1862," writes Dr. Taussig. “I be- 
came Mayor of the City of Carondelet. 
(one of my first acts was to direct the 
hitherto neglected defense, in the United 
States Land Commissioner's office at 
Washington, against the claim of Col. 
f. Dent for the possession, under an old 
Spanish grant, of a large portion of the 
Carondelet commons which had been 
set aside by the old village trustees for 
school purposes. 


“Mr. Barret, an able lawyer and ex- 
member of Consress from 8t. Louis, and 
the late Judge Wilson Frirhin: were se- 
lectes t@ represent the Carondelet side 
of the case. The claim was finally de- 
cided, two years after my administra- 
tion began, against Dent. He had tried 
very hard to get me to abandon the sult, 
ind never forgave me for insis ing on it. 


“The old gentleman did not feel kindly 
towerd me on account of the land sult, 
and because I Was a pronounced Re- 
publican and Union man. I always had 
the impression at that time that this 
feeling—meacing the political one—had 
been shared by Grant. In thie, as future 
events have shown, I was mistaken.

His 
efforts in that direction made me ar 
unconscious factor in h's destiny, as he 
later on acknowledged, under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 


“Early in 1850 a serious defalcation in 
the St. Louls County Court came to the 
surface. Its president, Judge Hackney, 
decamped to California with over 3300,- 
“0 of the county's money, leaving its 
treasury almost empty. Great corrup- 
tion was found to exist, and the legisla- 
ture, then in session, was appealed to 
to apply a remedy. There having been 
no legal way to oust the members of 
that court except by the slow process 
of impeachment, the Legislature adopted 
the radical method of abolishing the 
court altogether and creating in its 
stead a board of five county commis- 
sioners with the same powers and of- 
ficial functions which the old court 
porsessed. 


“The legislature was Democretic and 
pro-slavery, and the five distr'cts, each 
of which had to elect one member, were 
20 laid gut by it as to insure the com- 
satadien nl so elected to be of the same 
politica] faith. But the result was dif- 
ferent; three districts out of five went 
Republican, and I was elected to repre- 
sent one of the three. It was the first 
dawn of pronounced Union sentiment 
in Missour'. f 


“In August that year Grant filed his 
application, addressed to the St. Louts 
County Commissioners, for the position 
of Superintendent of County Roads. a 
modest place with a of 
$1500.

“After this occurrence,” continues 
Dr Tauasig. “Grant left the farm. 
moved to 8t. Louls, where he entered. 
without succeeding in the real estate 
business, and then comp.etely dropped 
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out of sight and memory of tae 8. 
Louis people. 

“Not until he had gained his first 
laurels at Belmont, Mo.. did the name 
strike his former neighbors; and people 
asked each other whether this could be 
the same Grant, Dent's son-in-law—the 
same siow, seemingly indolent and ap- 
athetic man, whom they had seen drive 
a team of cordwood from his father-in- 
law's woods and whom they had never 
believed to be much of a man. 

“Events marched rapidly. The victory 
at Fort Donelson turned the eyes of the 
whole country toward Grant and gained 
him the Major-Generalship. Soon. after 
this he visited St. -Louls and among 
others called on his friend. Henry T.
